Washington. Aug. 12.—The clr.ifn upon 


the gold reserve of the treasury of the 
United States foreshadowed In these dis- 
patches for some time past seemed to 
have begun In earnest to-day when the 
officials wore advised of the withdrawal 
of Jl.050,000 from the sub-treasury 
at 


New York for export. The condition of 
affairs has occasioned much speculation 
of the means that the administration will 
employ to maintain the sold reserve or 
replenish It. should the probable with- 
drawals reduce It below the amount 
which It Is deemed necessary for the gov- 
einment to hold. It may he stated almost 
authoritatively as between another Issue 
of bonds and the calling of an extra ses- 
sion of Congress that the foiuicr -will I" 
resorted to. 
To-day's withdrawals were, the largest 


on any ono day since the contract with 
the Bclmont-Morgan syndicate went Into 
effect last February./ They reduce the 
gold In the United States treasury to 
$101,302,363. or a loss of more than $0.r 
000.000 from the highest point It reached 
after the syndicate had made "Us final 
payi/ients last month. On Ju,!y 9. the 
whole reserve reached $107,<»J1.375. being* 
higher than on any day, according to 
the treasury's official "ten days" state- 
ment— slncc-Feb.-20, ISTO. Between-- the 
two* dates named. $102.400.000 United 
States. bon>ii were sold for gold, at prices 
aggregating $182.000.000 and the gold .re- 
serve which was somothlns over $65,- 
000,000 In January. 1803, replenished as" 
has been done 
by these bond sales, 


amounts to-day to a little more than 
$101,000.000. or a net loss of $140,000,000. 


Department officials are loath to dis- 


cuss the effect on the treasury of renew- 
ed gold shipments or to express an opin- 
ion «» to their provable extent, "or when 
the shipments 'will cease, or whether the 
bond syndicate will fe*l Its elf .bound to 
replace the gold as It did after the first 
large withdrawal nfter Its purchase of 
bends. With exchange at 4001-2. an ex-

likely to occur before Oct. 1. The only 
thing that Is likely to reduce the sale of 
exchange Is heavy shipments of American 
cereals. Aside from the decline In the 
gold reserVe, the treasury situation la 
regarded n« encouraging, as the receipts 
are «rad"-"r approximating to the ex- 
•jfndltiitti. -rhe eTcess ot expenditures 
over receipts for- the past two yeara 
amounted 
to $170.000,000, and for the 


month and a third which has elapsed of 
the current fiscal year, $15,000.000.

APPREHENSION ALLAYED. 


luformutlon Bcce-ived In Washington that 


Native Outbreaks Have Ccniied. 


Washlncton. Aug. 1 '.—Apprehension at 


the State- and Navy Departments over 
tho safety of Amcrlc'an missionaries in 
China has been greatly allayed through 
the recelot of se\eral official dispatches 
contalnlnc re-assuring Information lead- 
Ing to the belief among those olllclally 
concerned that native outbreaks against 
forclgnera ha\e ceased, for the present 
at least. Minister Dcnby has secured a 
promise of redress for outrages In 
the 
past and future protection of American 
missionaries, und Rear Admiral Carpen- 
ter, commanding the United States naval 
forces In China, has taken action looking 
to tho relief of anxiety of Americans In 
the Chinese seaports by providing ade- 
quate means ot suppressing any further 
outbreak. 


Tho NYivy Department received this 


morning from Admiral Carpenter a ca- 
blegram announcing that he had dis- 
patched the Detroit to Foo Chow, which 
Is the noiioat point for that vessel to 
reach tho scene of the recent disturb- 
ances. 


A' cablegram was received. this morn- 


Ing from Capt. Newell, commanding the 
Detroit, announcing his arrival to-day at 
Pagoda, which is an anchorage about 
nine miles below the city of Foo Chow. 
Another cable was' received from Ad- 
miral Carpenter announcing his depart- 
ure from Nagasaki for Chee Foo. Chee 
Foo Is tho nearest and best polr.t fui 
communication with the American minis- 
ter at Pckln. 
The department has again to-day ca- 


oled Admiral Carpenter regarding mat- 
ters In China and advising him to' keep 
In closo and constant communication with 
Mr. Denoy.

New York. Aug. 12.—There was another 


conference this afternoon .at the office 
of J. P. Morgan & Co.. on the proposed 
surrender of tho management of the 
Northern Pacific railroad to the Great 
Northeni mllroad In return for « guar- 
antee by the latter roaU of the Northern 
Pacific Interest charged after rcorBsnl- 
*«tlon. The main subject under consid- 
«ia.tlon -was the legal points Involved. 
No conclusion was reached, but It was 
said that the scheme most favored was 
the one vesting the control of both roads 
In a third, corporation to be owned by 
the Great Northern, or by Great North- 
ern interest" The- le?al tepresentatlves 
present were William Nixon Crowell for 
the Northern Pacific reorganization com- 
mittee: Messrs. ThuU-hei alld SliuHOU 
for the Gr«At Northern, and Francis L.

administration, arrived together and took 
their scats, Mr. Balfour on a front gov- 
«uiment bench, and Sir William on a 
front bench on* the opposition side 'of the 
House. As they entered they were mcet- 
ed with cheers by th»f respective follow- 
ers. Immediately thereafter the Rt. Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, the leader of the 
Liberal-Unionists, entered, and was loud- 
ly cheered by the Buveniment supporters, 
while Kioans ascended from the members 
occupying the Irish benches. -' 


The scene was a brilliant one. The sun 


streamed through the windows of the* 
House, changing Its usual dull aspect 
into one of light and wa>mth. The dlp- 
lomat«, ladles and strangers' galleries 
Were crowded with distinguished visi- 
tors who watched the proceedings with 
close attention. 


Sir John Mowbray, In moving the re- 


election of Speaker Gully, said he rejoic- 
ed tbat Mr. Gully would be re-elected 
without a dissenting voice.

fire department was called on to-day to 
flKht the fiercest, most destructive and 
most dangerous lire that has visited this 
city In nearly a score of years. Proper* 
tv valued at nearly half a million dollars 
was-lald-ln-rulns.-n hundred people were 
rendered homeless nnd a dozen firemen 
and policemen s-uiciimbed to the awful 
heat and smoke. 
The property destroyed Includes the 


naoer-box factory operated by Brown & 
Bailey, in which the fire originated, oc- 
cupying a big plot fronting on Willow 
street and extending northward between 
Eighth and Franklin streets: W. J. Buck. 
Sons & Co.'s chandelier factory at the 
northeast corner of Elfflith and \\lllow 
streets: 15 dwellings on the south side of 
Willow street, tfast of EiKhth. and three 
dwellings on- Franklin street, north of 
Willow, while at least 23 other d»»lltnR8 
on 
Elchth. 
Franklin 
and 
Callowhlll 


streets were more or less severely dam- 
aiJed.

Once'started, the fire assumed the-pro- 


portions of a conflagration and the lo- 
cality In which It occurred made tne 
chances of a disastrous destruction more 
than probable. Surrounded on every side 
liv hundreds of dwelling, many of them 
of ancient construction' and all sun- 
baked and dry as tinder, the chances 
were deeloedly In favor of the flames. 
Mothers, after tJielr children, were run- 


ning hither and thither, and were In 
many cases with difficulty 
prevented 


from rushing Into the buintog houst. to 
look for them. 
Hocultal ambulances were early on the 


Kiound and the men were generally re- 
suscitated quickly. It w«» nearly two 
hours before rhe fire was fully gotten 
under control and fully two more be- 
fore the firemen could relax their atten- 


At the start the firemen were badly 


handicapped by the poor water pressure. 
Surrounded on two sides by trolley and 
electric light wires as the fire space wat, 
the firemen, policemen and everjone near 
was threatened with isreat danger. Nu 
ttmc was lost apparently In breaking the 
runenls, bul e\en before this woi done 
several people were badly shocked. Tho 
oeople escaped from their burning home! 
quietly and also from the blazing* fac- 
tories, an* though all kinds of rumors of 
fatalities were heard, none were found t« 
have any foundation. A lot of disreputa-

Is 
taking out over $100.000 a month with 
but six mea«i work.-Jie.ls n. deserving 
old man, and no one begrudges him his 
good luck." 


'Mr. Roggcrs Is a Colorado Springs news- 


paper man and Js Interested in some of 
the Cripple Cr«k gold mines. He Is on 
Ills way to his old home at Qulncy.
